Lost W oman of San Nicolas.” 
As her nam e 
is famous, and as her story has been told in 
romance, I will g ive the bare facts about her 
as I found them to ba, w ithout any added 
ornam ent, and leave the liction to the peu 
of the novelist. 
The island of 
San Nicolas was once 
densely populated. 
This is atte?ted by the 
."kull> and bones and other evidences of 
hum an 
abode th at 
are 
found 
there. 
The Alaska Indians freq uently visited the 
island to hunt for the furs of the sea- 
otter. 
They took their women with them on 
these bunts, and on returning after the 
h unt 
was 
ovor 
they 
left 
them 
on 
the island to their fate. 
By order of 
the g overnm ent, 
in 1335 , 
the 
Indians 
were removed from tho island. 
Just before 
they were to em bark, and carry aw ay every 
human inhabitant, as it was supposed, a 
white Indian woman beg g ed the privileg e of 
g oing ashore for her child, 
which she had 
accidentally left. 
She was g one a long time 
in a fruitless search for her offspring . 
The 
wind blew a g ale, tho w ater was shallow; 
there was no one who was seeking the lost 
one. 
They set sail, intending to return for 
the lost woman of Sail Nicolas, 
but the 
boat becoming unseaw orthy, she was left to 
her fate. 
It was g enerally known th at there 
was a woman abandoned on the island, but 
no attem pt was made for her deliverance. 
As the world soon forg ets, so the woman of 
San Nicola- was forg otten, and the years 
passed away. 
A fter a lapse of sixteen years 
a man 
who 
landed 
on 
the 
island 
found 
th at 
it was inhabited 
by 
some 
one. 
The footprints of a hum an being 
sunk deep in the g round were seen. 
The 
hardness of the g round was an indication 
that they bad been made a long time. 
From 
their size they evidently belong ed to a wo­ 
man. 
C ircular Inclosures m ade of brush, 
six or seven feet throug h, were seen, where 
some one had lived. 
N ear the huts were 
sticks driven in the g round and dried blub­ 
ber hang ing on them , thus prepared for 
food. 
In 135 2 San Nicolas was visited ag ain and 
another hunt was made for the long -lost 
woman. 
The huts were seen th a t had been 
seen before, but the old blubber bad been 
taken aw ay, and new food of the kind hung 
in its place. 
W ild dog s were found which 
ran aw ay a t the approach of civilized man. 
In a basket covered with sealskins th at they 
found in a bush-heap was a dress made of 
shag skins, cut in sq uare pieces, a rope 
m ade of sinew and several sm aller articles, 
such as lishhooks aud bone needles. 
The 
discoverers of these proofs th a t there lived 
on that island a hum an being scattered 
them on the g round, and on their return 
they found them g athered tog ether and 
placed in the basket ag ain. 
The Catholic fathers of the “Old Mission,” 
tho forem ost in every g ood word and work, 
offered a rew ard to anyone who would find 
the lost woman, and a third effort was made 
iu 135 3 to discover the prodig al about whom 
there was such a m ystery and in whom the 
world of this coast was beg inning to take an 
interest. 
Fresh tracks of tho woman were 
foun I. 
They belong ed to very sm all foot, 
and wore like those th at wore seen in the 
first attem pt to find the woman. H uts made 
of whale ribs and covere 1 with brush were 
discovered. 
A t leng th an object was seen 
in tho distance th at appeared to be moving . 
Going tow ard it they saw the woman that 
i\ r eig hteen years had reig ned q ueen of Han 
Nicolas, her subjects being the wild ani­ 
mal-, her robe a dress of birdskins she had 
made, and lu r throne the hut she had built. 
She was scatoi in an inclosure, s<> that 
only

and 
shoulders 
could 
la. 
seen. 
Two or three 
dog s 
were about 
her 
th at 
disappeared 
a t 
the 
com­ 
m and 
o 
their 
sovereig n. 
Mho 
was 
seated on some g rass th at covered 
the 
g round and served her a- a bed. 
Her dross 
was neatly mad » of birdskins, extending t< 
her ankles, the feathers of which were 
pointed downward. 
H er head was covered 
with a thick m at of yellowish-brown hair, 
and her shoulders were buro. 
She was oc- 
cupie 1 in stripping blubber from a piece of 
sealskin which she held across lier knee, and 
using for th at purpose a knife m a la of un 
ir<>a hoop. 
In her hut was a fire, besi ie 
which she >ut, talking to herself, and, occa­ 
sionally shading her eyes with lier hand, 
Iooko 1 a t tho men th at wore in search 
o í 
her. 
She received them with much c mrtesy, 
bowing an I smiling and showing th at this 
1 ist child of nature had m uch of the polite­ 
ness of a true woman. 
She took some roots 
in the bag , roasted them in the fire, and 
g ave them to fhe men to eat. 
She g athered 
up all her food, which was her chief concern, 
« wing to the famines she had experience!, 
washed herself at the spring , and followed 
the 
uuu 
cheerfully 
to 
the 
bo at 
Oil 
Using taken to Santa B arbara she m ani­ 
feste« 1 g reat delig ht on seeing tho sig hts of 
civilization. 
She became a universal favo r­ 
ite, aud was presented with m any g ift« . 
Passeng ers on the Panam a steam er th at 
landed there all wanted to see the lost 
woman 
of San Nicolas. 
She related by 
.sig ns her experience on the island, as she 
s p o ke a lang uag e th at none of the Indians 
knew and none of the Hpanisb fathers, 
versed in Indiau dialects, could understand. 
Civilization, which prolong s the life of some, 
shortened th at of the 
woman of Han Nico­ 
las. 
Au excessive love of fruit lei to her 
death m Santa B arbara a t the ag e of 5 0. 
She was buried with the honors of the C ath­ 
olic church by the Francivcan father« , and 
her dress and trinketi were sent to Home 
aud placed in th at receptacle of the world’s 
curiosities. 
The story of the lost w im an of Sau Nic­ 
olas will always rem ain a w onderm ent 
Her ing enuity is seen in the pails she m ada 
of g rass, m ade to hold w ater by sm ear­ 
ing them with melted asphaltuin, and in 
her 
birdskiji 
dresae« , 
her 
bon« 
nee­ 
dles, her knife of iron hoop, and tin lan­ 
g uag e she invented and » puke. 
It is inexpli­ 
cable to all who have learned her storv how 


a woman could live eig hteen years on an 
island around which the waves were beat­ 
ing a req uiem to hoi» , g etting her food and 
cooking it w ithout even 
those facilities 
which are common to the savag e, and m aking 
her dresses neatly w ithout the aid of needles 
except w hat she carved out of bone. 
She 
laid aside one dreas for eig hteen years, to be 
worn when the w hite men should come, of 
which she had a presentm ent. 
She built her 
own house, protected herself from the cold, 
g ained supreme control over the wild beasts 
about her, and preserved her love for men 
and women for well nig h tw o decades of hu­ 
m an life alone in the wild. 
W ith no pre­ 
vious knowledg e of civilization, solitude ap­ 
peared to have educated her for it. 
An or­ 
dinary woman would have perished with de­ 
spondency in such a desolate, hung ry, naked, 
ahelterles* wit look.

The T e l e g r a p h had but just fulfilled the 
duties due its readers as a newspaper by 
g iv ing all the particulars of a terrible 
trag edy which recently occured in the 
east end of the county , when there comes 
an account of a most wicked affair which 
took place about one mile west of Ashton, 
in this county , Wednesday nig ht. 
The 
facts we g ather by aid of a reporter who 
v isited Ashton and also by an interv iew 
with the terribly injured y oung man now 
in the county hospital at Eldena. 
The 
v ictim was found Thursday morning in 
Mr. Georg e’s barn, located about a mile 
from Ashton, mang led about the head to 
such an ex tent that he could not speak 
ex cept a word at interv als,,'faintly . 
The 
farmer on g oing to his barn in the morn- 
found blood trickling frorn the left to the 
floor below, and upon ascending to the 
mow to inv estig ate the cause found 
a y oung man ly ing upon the hay in an 
insensible condition, with his head so 
battered and swollen as to be unrecog niz­ 
able. 
A bloody car pin ly ing by his side 
plainly showed the weapon used. 
The 
injured man 5\as remov ed to the County 
hospital y esterday afternoon where he 
was seen by a reporter this morning . 


AT TIIE COUNTV H O SPITA L. 
The attempt to interv iew the v ictim 
was but partially successful as he is de- 
Icrious at times and scarcely able to speak 
when conciou9. 
It was learned, however, that he had 
arrived in Ashton from Geneva, this state, 
on Wednesday, and had taken up quar­ 
ters in a box car in company with a 
Swede.J but had removed to the barn, 
where the crime was committed, in the 
night, for what cause the injured man can 
not say, hut he was probably inveigled 
there by the young Swede. 
After arriv 
ing at the barn ho remembers nothing 
until he waa found on Thursday morning. 
From papers found upon his person 
wo learn that his name is Edward Lag e. 
The object of the attempted murder 
was undoubtedly the g old watch which 
Lag e carried and for which he say s he 
paid fifty dollars to a jeweler by the name 
of Lee, of Aurora. 
The robber, if theft 
was the object of the assault, for some 
unaccountable reason missed a larg e pock­ 
et book in his phnts pocket, coataining 
six ty dollars in g old and fifty -fiv e dollars 
in bills,' besides sev en or eig ht dollar» in 
silv er. 
Lag e describes his partner as a 
y oung 8 weede, about sev enteen y ears old, 
wearing a cap and rag g ed suit 
of clothes 
and say s that they were on their way 
west. 
He has told aev eral different stories 
as to how many companions were with 
him but he inv ariably winds up by say ing 
that the Sweede robbed him. 
Lag e is a German, about twenty -four 
y ears of age, and say s he is a farm hand, 
having earned the money found upon 
him in that manner. 
The last place at 
which he worked was for John Patterson 
a farmer living near Aurora. 
It is cer­ 
tainly a very remarkable case. 
If the 
party, or parties, beat the young|man so 
brutally for the purpose of robbing him, 
it is strange that they did not search his 
pockets for money. 
Marshall Woodyatt 
is of the opinion that the young Swede 
who Lag e speaks of was in this city yes­ 
terday and is making an effort to over­ 
take him.

Owing to 
the position of the parties, socially, per­ 
haps there is, or was, a decided sympathy 
among the people in the east end of the 
county for the victims, but we presume 
that when the facts which have been pub 
lished in T iif: T e le g r a ph are read by the 
people the feeling in that respect will be 
very much modified. 
We understand the 
people of Willow Creek too well, and 
have too much confidence in their judg­ 
ment and intelligence to suppose that 
they, for a moment, thought seriously of 
taking the law in their own hands. 
Still 
we are well awTare that leading citizens of 
that end of the county have expressed 
themselves as being much in fear that 
some such terrible ending of that sad 
affair would result. 
It is a strange spirit 
—some sort of a cruel and erratic demon 
—that leads men on to so frequently re­ 
sort to lyich law. 
It will be remembered 
by the readers of this paper that not many 
months ago it was only the pluck and 
good sense of a couple of officers at Am­ 
boy that saved an innocent young man, a 
stranger in the land, from being murdered 
like a dog by an infuriated mob. 
The 
Amboy case would have been doubly 
horrible, had the mob succeeded, owing to 
the fact that the young man waa charged 
with a crime that was never committed 
upon the woman making the complaint, 
as was afterwards proven. Our readers 
have not forgotten a most horrible case 
of mob-murder which occured at Rochelle 
by which a poor crank was dragged to a 
warehouse and thrown from an upper 
story window with a rope around his neck 
and his corpse left hangiag there for 
some time. 
It was said that he claimed 
to have fired a building in the town but 
afterwards it was believed that he wa9 
not guilty of that crime. 
Here again in 
the Willow Creek case is a boy, apparent­ 
ly innocent of intending to commit a crime, 
whose life was at one time actually in 
imminent danger from mob violence; here 
too in a country as fully enlightened as 
any upon the face of the globe. 
Here 
where books and newspapers arc as thick 
as the leaves of the forest, and intelli­ 
gence and learning and school houses are 
the boast of the people. 
Nay, more; the 
young man’s life is thus endangered for 
having accidentally committed an act, 
which, in the minds of a large majority 
of the men and women of the civilized 
world, was fully justified under the cir­ 
cumstances. 
In many civilized countries 
young Nettleton’s conduct would be con­ 
sidered the right of every man to defend 
his hums and the honor of the dwellers 
therein; and instead of threats from the 
people he would receive there praise. 
A 
few years ago Ex-Governor lkbb, of ( >liio, 
who had removed to Rockford, in this 
state, deliberately shot into a crowd of 
charivariers who came to thus “ serenade” 
his daughter on her wedding night, and 
killed one of the young men; and, we be­ 
lieve, wounded others of the party. 
Gov­ 
ernor Bcbb on exactly such an occasion 
shot to kill and did kill. 
He made no 
claim of accidental hitting, but desired it 
to be fully understood that the act was 
committed with a complete knowledge on 
his part of what he was doing and that 
the act was committed with, we might al­ 
most say, malice prepense. 
At all events 
he shot with u desire to kdl these who 
came in sport to charivari and did kill one 
of the party. Many newspapers approved 
of the shooting and but little attention, if 
our memory serves us right, waa paid to 
the matter by the court« at that time. At 
all events Governor Bebb was acquitted.
